Hospice offers, physical, emotional care

With Hospice of Madison 
County, nobody dies alone, and 
no family grieves alone 

Hospice, a department of St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center in 
Granite City, provides health 
care for both the terminally ill 
and their family, said Nancy 
Kaprelian, coordinator of voi- 
unteers and public relations 
for Hospice 

“People think Hospice care 
is relavent only in the last 
dying stages — but that 
doesn’t allow Hospice to do all 
of its works,”’ she said. ‘‘It 
involves so much more than 
last minute crisis manage- 
ment.’”” 

Patients enter Hospice care 
when’a doctor gives a progno- 
sis that the patient has six 
months or less fo live, she 
said. The six months criteria is 
merely a guideline, of course. 

“We-follow holistic care, not 
only for the patient's physical 
aspects but also their psy- 
chological, social, emotional 
and spiritual aspects,’’ she 
said. 

Like the other arts of 
SEMC’s Home Health Servic- 
es, Hospice is a team effort 
Medical director Dr. Michael 
Rallo, the nurses, nurses aids, 
social workers and volunteers 
including volunteer clergy all 
work together to make sure 
each patient receives the right 
care. 

“We set up a plan of care 
because each patient is differ- 
ent,” Kaprelian said. Physical 
and occupational therapists are 
also on hand to provide assis- 
tance. 

They bring the care to the 
patfent’Ss home, whether it be 
their house or a nursing home.

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Ryan announces bill approval 


Secretary of State George H 
Ryan has announced the Sen- 
ate Transportation committee 
unanimously approved Senate 
Bill 1695, which would make 
permanent a law designed to 
prevent motorists from driving 
drunk. 


The breath alcohol ignition 
interlock device pilot program 
has been a success and could 
save the lives of drunk drivers 
and their potential victims, 
Ryan said, adding that the 
overall program proved to be 
effective in reducing by 56 per- 
cent the number of DUIs by 
serious repeat offenders during 
and after the installation of the 
device. 

“The pilot program provided 
us the opportunity to work 
with the attorneys, the courts 
and those convicted of driving 
under the influence to deter- 
mine the effectiveness of t 
ignition interlock device,’’ 
Ryan said 





“The interlock device has 

proven to reduce the rate of 
repeat drunk driving offenses 
by 76 percent while the device 
is installed. We’re confident 
that ignition interlocks help 
keep motorists safe and defer 
people from drinking and driv- 
ing.” 
Senate Bill 1695 would make 
the program permanent and 
increase the number of partici- 
pants by starting the ignition 
interlock program earlier than 
the third or fourth DUI 
offense, which is currently an 
automatic qualification for the 
program 

The program _ eligibility 
requirements would be modi- 


fied to include drivers who 
have at least two DUI offens- 
es. In this case, the driver 
must have one DUI with a 
BAC level of .16 percent or 
greater and their last DUI 


must have occurred within the 
last ten years. The bill will 


now be considered by the full 
Senate. 

The BAIID pilot started in 
June 1994. To date, there have 
been 2,046 restricted driving 
permits issued with the major 
ity of drivers having the 
device installed for one year. 
The costs of the device, as well 
as the installation and de-in- 
stallation, are paid by the driv- 
er. The average annual cost of 
the devices range from $650 to 
$1,000 

The three-year study includ- 
ed only serious repeat offend- 
ers with the majority of partic- 
ipants had a minimum of three 
DUIs. Nationally, 31 states 
have ignition interlock pro- 
grams in éffect. The majority 
of those programs start with 
the second DUI

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Transition 
schools could 
spell trouble 


You may recall about a year 
ago when this corner referred 
to the Chicago School Board 
and its decision to end social 


promoting 
Come on, you know what 
that means — _ promotion 


according to age. Here we are 
in the 1990s, and folks in Chi- 
cago finally realized you had 
to pass tests and earn grades 
to be promoted. 

Ingenious? Hardly, and I do 
not find it any worthier of that 
adjective since the school 
board there now must decide 
what to do with the young- 
sters, including student-ath- 
letes, who cannot be socially 
promoted but also have such 
low test scores in reading and 
mathematics they cannot move 
on to high school 


The solution? Chicago adopt- 
ed a transition center idea for 
the 1997-98 school year with the 
so-called freshmen at these 
nine city sites eligible to enroll 
in their neighborhood high 
School next fall once they meet 
the proper scholastic stan- 
dards. 

But guess what happened 
when 1,077 of the 1,170 pupils 
enrolled in transitional schools 
took the Iowa tests the 
same tests that are used to 
determine if students are eligi- 
ble for promotion to high 
school for reading and 
math? 


Only 34.3 percent — slightly 
more than one in three accord- 
ing to my math — passed both 
the reading and the math 
tests. And, get this, to be pro- 
moted to the ninth grade, tran- 
sition students needed just a 
6.9 grade level in reading and 
7.0 in math. 

In June, those standards will 
rise to 7.2 in both, but when 
you consider even just that fig- 
ure, it’s deplorable. Even if 
some of the transition students 
showed progress, consider 
additional reading figures 
released by the school show- 
ing: one student at the 1.5 
grade level, seven at 2.0, 26 at 
3.0, 59 at 4.0 and 278 at the 
fifth-grade level 

Another solution? Get this 
In late January, the Chicago 
school board announced a de 
sion to transform the tran: 
tional schools into four- to six- 
year alternative schools 





Before I go on, please under- 
stand that eighth-graders 
admitted to the transition 
schools must turn 15 years old 
or older by Dec. 1 following 
their admission. A total of 78 
pupils in the centers currently 
are age 17 or will turn 17 by 
June. 

Nice of the Chicago school 
board, isn’t it? Now academi 
cally ‘deficient eighth-graders 
unable to qualify for high 
school entrance have a place 
to go to (from four to six 
years) to earn an alternative 
diploma akin to a General

For job seekers with computer training or experience, the 
opportunities in information systems are almost limitless. 
‘When checking employment opportunities in the newspa- 
per, it seems as if every company in the city wants another 
experienced programmer or technician. 

‘Those who don't have the 
necessary technical skills 
to apply for these jobs, how- 
ever, should not get dis- 
couraged. Instead, they can 
decide to add computers to 
their skill set and take 
advantage of the current 
job market 

"There's lots of opportu- 
nities right now because the 
number of available people 
who are trained and experi- 
enced is so slim,’’ said 
Deborah Kettler, director 
of career services at the 
University of Missouri-St. 
Louis. 

The demand for good 
information systems people is so great, in fact, that some 
companies are willing to do on-the-job training for applicants 
with potential. 

“Many companies are hiring anyone with good reasoning 
and thinking skills,’ Kettler said’ “They are taking people 
that have the potential to learn. They can test these skills in 
a variety of ways." 

For positions like these, however, companies may only 
‘niche train’ an employee. They might teach the employee 
Java, Lotus or another specific software package, but that 
may be all he learns. 

To really increase computer skills and experience, a per- 
son might consider Rong ipack. to college for training in com- 
puter languages, networking or hardware repair. 

"My advice here is to do enough of the coursework to get 
a certificate or degree,’' Kettler said. "Avoid the ‘hit or miss’ 
approach, taking a course here or a class there. You've got 
to show an employer that you know how to do something 

"If you're going to go back to school, also work at findin, 
a job in computers while doing your coursework,'’ she said. 
“You need work experience. You've got to connect the work- 
ing world to what you're leer in class."' 

People who already possess degrees in information sys- 
tems or who have years of practical experience can increase 
their marketability and earning power by studying for an 
advanced degree.
